The  Home  Board  rej»ort  shows  that** 
the  work  Amunitted  to  its  hands  has  this 
year  had  fenpreeedcMed  prosjierity.  It 
also  shows  an  increase  of  16  per  cent 
over  the  Amtribution  received  from  the 
churches  pst  year.  Receipts  last  year 
were  $2M:B36;  this  year  they  are  $329,- 
■*73.  Theliucrease  amounts  to  $46,031). 
The  Boarl  has  been  able  to  meet  all  its 
obligation  nnd  has  a small  balance  of 
leas  than  ^2,000. 

Last  yir  the  Board  reported  25,109 
baptisms  fey  the  missionaries  maintained 
wholly  of  in  part  through  this  agency. 

It  was  thS  largest  report  the  Board  has 
ever  mad!  in  this  respect.  It  showed 
results  ™>re  than  twice  as  large  than 
have  eve?  been  attained  by  a similar 
agency  of  any  denomination  in  America, 
or  as  far  fes  we  can  find  out,  in  the  whole 
world.  I 

This  war  the  baptisms  reported  are 
27,325.  So  that  there  is  a substantial  in- 
crease ewn  as  compared  with  the  un- 
. matched  Hresults  of  last  year.

.the  BoaSfl’s  activities  there  has  beer.

during  the  year  gratifying  .’acreage  of 
results.  There  are  about  5,000  students 
in  the  mountain  schools,  an  increase  of 
nujre'than  6(A)  over,  last  year.  In  Cuba 
the  net  increase  in  the  membership  in 
our  churches  by  baptism  has  been  22 
pit-  cent,  and  five  churches  have  been 
organized  during  the  year. 

In  the  Canal  Zone  the  net  increase 
during  the  year  by  baptism  has  been  31 
j>er  cent  and  the  average  of  the  contri- 
butions per  member  has  been  $7.15,  al 
most  twice  as  much  as  the  average  eon 
tributions  j>er  member  in  the  churches 
in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention! 
'This  growth  on  the  Canal  Zone  has 
taken  place  notwithstanding  the  open 
op)Misition  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  representa 
tiges  there,  who  with  powerful  hacking 
have  labored  openly  for  the  breaking 
down  of  all  denominational  lines  in  the 
Zone,  and  the  forming  of  a “Union 
Church.” 

The  Indiun  mission  work  has  pros 
pored  this  year  as  never  before,  and  the 
evangelistic  department  of  the  Board 
while  it  has  labored  under  the  disad 
vantages  of  our  not  having  a general 
evangelist  for  the  larger  part  of  the  year, 
yet  has  l>een  so  blessed  in  its  efforts  that 
ulore  baptisms  are  reported  from  this 
department  than  for  the  preceding  year 
I>r.  Weston  Bruner  has  assumed 
charge  of  this  department  as  general 
evangelist,  and  the  Board  is  greatly 
gratified  at  his  coming  into  this  lurge 
and  important  sphere  of  service  and  also 
at  the  general  favor  with  which  his 
coming  to  this  work  has  been  signalized 
throughout  the  whole  brotherhood. 

The  report  lays  much  stress  on  the 
Church  Building  Loan  work,  nnd  insists 
that  the  time  has  come  when  the  South- 
ern Baptists  must  do  a greater  work  in 
^helping  to  erect  houses  of  worship  in 
new  communities  and  in  other  places 
where  there  is  special  need.  It  is  the 
purjiose  of  the  Board  immediately  to 
enter  upon  a campaign  throughout  the 
South,  as  it  has  already  been  instructed 
by  the  Convention  to  do,  to  raise  u 
Building  I,oan  Fund  of  $500,000. 

The  report  expresses  the  belief  that 
Southern  Baptists  are  now  ready  to  en- 
ter heartily  uj>on  this  work,  that  there 
are  certain  far-seeing  men  of  means  in 
each  State  who  will  be  ready  to  give  lib 
orally  to  this  cause.  In  addition  to  the 
Tichenor  memorial  fund  of  $20,000,  the 
Board  has  received  two  gifts  of  $5,000 
each  during  the  year.  One  of  these  is 
from  Rev.  W.  C.-Jones,  of  Louisville, 
Kv.,  and  the  other  is  from  our  Sunday 
School  Board  at  Nashville.  Also  it  has 
received  $15,000  a year  ago  from  the 
Woman’s  Missionary  Union. 

In  addition  to  these  two  large  gifts 
the  Board  has  received  a gift  of  $5,000 
for  its  general  work  from  Rro.  W.  W. 
Brooks,  of  Rome,  Oa. 


The  report  recommends  that  the  Con 
vention  should  instruct  our  two  genera! 
Mission  Boards  to  confer  together  ana 
agTee  upon  a reasonable  budget  of  ex 
penses  lor  the  southern  Baptists’  Lay 
men’s  Movement  for  the  coining  year, 
and  ask  that  this  expense  be  divided 
equally  between  the  home  and  the  For- 
eign Mission  Board,  and  that  the  lay- 
men’s committee  be  requested  to  press 
the  work  of  missions  substantially  and 
on  the  lines  marked  out  by  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  at  the  inauguration 
of  this  special  movement. 

The  report  calls  attention  to  the  New 
Mexico  situation.  It  recites  the  present 
status  between  the  Home  Board  and  tho 
American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Socie- 
ty, in  the  following  words,  closing  as 
will  be  noted  with  the  request  for  in- 
structions from  the  Convention  as  to  the 
future  action  in  the  premikes  of  the 
Home  Board: 

“A  year  ago  the  Convention  unani- 
mously adopted  the  recommendation  of 
t|ie  Washington  conference  between  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Home  Mission  Board 
and  the  American  Home  Mission  Socie 
tjy  of  New  York  concerning  mission  work 
in  New  Mexico.  The  Home  Mission  So- 
ciety declined  to  approve  the  recommen- 
dations of  the  Washington  conference 
and  referred  the  matter  back  to  their  ex 
Qcutive  committee  for  further  considera 
tion  as  they  might  deem  wish. 

“Our  Home  Mission  Board  has  heard 
Nothing  further  concerning  the  matter. 
In  the  meantime  various  chnrcnes  from 
New  Mexico  have  asked  <)o-operation 
With  our  Home  Mission  Board.  The 
Southern  Baptist  Conventioh  is  approv- 
ing the  agreements  of  the  Washington 
conference,  in  order  that  thqre  might  be 
no  misunderstanding  as  to  the  right  of 
local  churches  and  association  to  make 
puch  alignments  as  they  deem  proper 
accompanied  endorsement  of  the  recom- 
mendation with  this  statement: 

“ ‘We  recommend  that  the  agreement 
of  said  conference  be  approved,  with  the 
understanding  that  nothing  in  the  agree- 
ment shall  be  so  construed  as  to  limit 
any  church,  association  or  other  Baptist 
body  in  the  free  exercise  of  the  inalien- 
able right  to  make  such  alignments  for 
co-operation  as  will,  in  its  judgment,  be 
for  its  own  good  and  for  the  furtherance 
of  the  work  it  is  in.’ 

“A  number  of  New  Mexico  churches 
are  asking  co-operation  with  our  Home 
Mission  Board.  Ever  anxious,  as  we  are 
to  follow  the  wishes  of  the  Convention, 
we  request  instructions  from  the  Con- 
vention as  to  what  reply  we  shall  make 
to  these  New  Mexico  churches,  and 
would  recommend  the  appointment  of  a 
special  committee  who  shall  report  with 
recommendations  to  the  Convention  dur- 
ing its  present  session.” 

The  report  shows  that  two  of  the 
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mountain  mission  schools  have  become 
self-supporting  durihg  the  vear,  and  it 
is  proposed  to  take  tip  two  more  school, 
during  the  next  year,  one  in  South  Caro 
I mr  and  one*  in  TVnjiosPc***. 

The  report  shows  fine  snccess  in  the 
cooperative  work  between  the  Home 
Board  nnd  the  Home  Board  of  the  Nn 
-tionnl  Baptist  Convention  (negro).  At 
the  expense  of  less  than  $10,000  then- 
have  throughout  thin  work  been  employ- 
<-d  evangelists  and  superintendents  of 
mission  work  among  the  negroes  in  prac- 
tically all  of  the  Southern  States.  Large 
success  has  characterized  this  work. 

The  literature  department  of  the 
Board  has  grown  in  fxtent  nnd  efficiencv 
during  the  year.  Tl*>  emulation  of  the 
Home  Field  has  increased  substantially 
and  the  demand  for  tracts  has  doubled, 
and  f he  set  of  six  h<»me  mission  charts, 
which  have  been  prepared,  has  met  with 
pronounced  favor  and  popularity.  Tho 
Board  proposes  right  away  to  publish 
several  modest  volumes  on  phases  of 
home  mission  work.  Tt  uses  the  inter- 
denominational books,  but  wishes  to  pre- 
pare for  Southern  Baptists  information 
on  phases  of  the  work  that  cannot  lie 
suitably  prepared  for  our  people  by  nn 
interdenominational  agency. 

Tn  connection  with  the  Cuban  work, 
the  report  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that 
it  has  declined  to  enter  the  inter  denom- 
inational Sunday  School  movement  on 
that  island,  nnd  has  taken  steps  in  co- 
operation with  the  Sundnv  School  Board  \ 
toward  a higher  class  of  Sundav  School 
activities  among  our  rpission  churches  in  * 
the  island.  v 

The  report  expresses  the  joy  of  tho  l 
Board  at  being  ont  of  debt,  nnd  at  fbo  0 
substantial  increase  in  contributions  Tn 
nearly  all  of  the  Staffs,  with  the  oxcon 
tion  of  two  States  oplv.  Tt  earnestly  ** 
presents  its  conviction  of  the  urgency,  C 
complexity,  nnd  mnimitude  of  home  mis  ni 
‘non  problems,  and  calls  on  Southern 
Baptists  to  rally  their  splendid  resources 
for  a greater  eampiaam  than  eyer  to  en-  8'1 
list  the  ten  thousand  unenlisted  Baptist  nr 
churches  in  the  South,  nnd  to  reach  out 
in  a mighty  effort  to  pave  and  keep  this 
country  for  Christ.

support  given.  We  an*  in  the  midst  of 
a crisis  in  the  religious  life  of  our  coun- 
try. Forces  of  demoralization  and  dis- 
integration are  pressing  upon  the  de- 
nominations from  every  quarter.  The 
> tress  is  so  great  that  it  has  been  very 
difficult  for  the  conservatism  normal  to 
constituted  Christianity  rightly  to  meas- 
ure these  forces,  and  with  sufficient  read 
iness  to  adapt  to  their  needs  the  story 
of  the  gospel,  which  is  founded  on  the 
everlasting  Rock  of  Ages,  and  has  the 
only  true  message  of  salvation  for  men 
and  nations. 

Tt  would  be  calamitous  in  the  extreme 
for  the  religious  activities  to  lag  behind, 
that  must  cleanse  and  save  the  national 
life  as  well  as  individual  souls  in  this 
day  when  the  centrifugal  pull  of  mate 
rialism  and  the  selfish  love  of  pleasure 
are  stronger  than  they  have  ever  been 
before  in  our  country. 

The  decay  of  a nation  is  iminonf  just 
so  soon  ns  its  moral  forces  lose  the 
power  to  dominate  and  direct  to  spir 
itnal  ends  its  spiritual  and  intellectual 
forces.  In  the  Southland  as  never  be- 
fore material  wealth  abounds.  The  onlv 
safety  for  our  institutions  is  in  so  build 
ing  up  the  conscience  nnd  spiritual  re- 
ceptivity of  the  people  that  grace  shall 
much  more  abound. 

Machinery  ^nd  transportation  facili 
ties  have  doubled  the  city v population  of 
the  country  within  a generation.  They 
have  also  brought  the  lone  land  into  one 
neigh  bo  rhood.  No  section  is  any  longer 
insulated  against  evil  influences  that  ex 
ist  in  any  other  section. 

The  machine  and  the  railway  have 
made  possible  tlie  present  wealth  of  the 
country,  nnd  from  them  nnd  the  effects 
directly  and  indirectly  traceable  to 
them,  have  come  the  breaking  up  of  the 
wonderful  simplicity  nnd  individual  in- 
dependence of  the  life  of  the  former 
South.  We  now  have  in  substitution  a 
complex  economic  and  civic  life  that 
have  created  problems  of  social  right 
eonsness  and  justice  such  ns  our  fathers 
never  knew. 

Southern  Baptists  must  grannie  with 
these  problems  in  the  name  of  Chri>t. 
even  ns  the  pioneer  fathers  grappled 
with  the  wilderness,  and  out  of  the  con- 
flict that  ensued  developed  a rugged 
manhood  nnd  reverence.  M e can  host 
prove  ourselves  the  worthy  off  springs 
of  such  sires,  by  grappling  with  the  lost 
souls  of  our  time,  and  with  the  new  de- 
vices that  ensnare  them,  nnd  bv  lending 
the  country  to  bring  its  new  trials  of 
which  the  fathers  did  not  know,  to  the 
feet  of  the  Lord  JeSns,  where  alone  thev 
can  find  the  wisdom  nnd  courage  of 
heart  that  can  deliver  a nation  from  the 
troubles  nnd  dangers. 
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Sue!  considerations  as  these  have 
hrouglt  about  among  the  |>eople  of  (Jod 
the  quickening  of  interest  in  home  mis 
sion  jroblems,  which  is  one  of  the  most 
encouraging  omens  in  the  present  relig 
ions  thought  in  America. 

Soiithem  Presbyterians  have  gone  for- 
ward klf.,000  in  their  homo  mission  work 
this  war.  They  have  more  than  doubled 
their  jeontributions  to  this  cause  within 
five  years. 

Our  Southern  Methodist  brethren, 
now  In  session  in  their  great  Qua  (Iren 
nial  (Jencral  Conference  at  Asheville,  N. 
0.,  itj  is  predicted  will  at  once  institute 
n separate  Board  for  home  mission  work 
instead  of  depending  longer  on  their 
general  Board  of  Missions,  which  de- 
voted nearly  all  of  its  attention  to  for- 
eign missions.  It  is  safe  to  predict  thnt 
the  Methodists  will  multiply  their  home 
mission  activities  by  three  or  four  with 
in  tlje  single  year. 

Northern  Baptists  last  vear  raised 
aboiit  $900,000  for  home  missions.  North 
em  Methodists  are  seeking  to  raise  $L- 
500.400  each  for  home  and  foreign  mis 
sion*  this  year.  Northern  Presbyterians 
nre  raising  $1,000,000  for  home  mrision* 
this  year,  and  have  received  for  this 
work  a bequest  of  $2,500,000, 

Tkis  growth  of  conscience  for  the  pri 
mal  importance  of  domestic  missions  has 
received  striking  instance  in  the  In 
cre^e  for  the  last  ten  years  of  State 
mission  work  among  the  Southern  Ban 
fist*.  Ten  vears  airo  $125,000  was  raised 
in  all  the  States  of  our  Convention.  Last 
veal  we  hod  increased  this  amount  242 
per  rent.  TV  State  of  Terns  nlone  last 
veal  imve  $7,000  more  for  State  missions- 
thaw  was  given  to  this  work  bv  the 
Southern  Baptists  throughout  the  South 
ten  years  a go. 

Ti  this  quickening  of  the  conscience 
for  domestic  missions,  we  have  a ther- 
mometer of  the  spiritual  purpose  nnd 
discernment  of  God’s  people.  Tt  reiris 
(era  a warmth  of  Christian  patriotism 
and  of  compassion  for  the  lost  thnt 
meins  more  in  national  safety  than  do 
the|armv  nnd  navy  of  the  republic. 

jjjnd  thiR  growth  also  betokens  good 
forithe  enuse  of  missions  in  other  lands. 
Foreign  missions  sends  its  glow  of  re 
fleij  to  stimulate  home  misRions.  apd 
home  missions  not  only  saves  the  lost  of 
ou it  land,  for  whom  we  are  primarily  and 
unceasingly  responsible,  and  nffords  the 
future  seed-bed  for  future  foreign  mis- 
sion forces.  But  in  addition  to  its  won 
deiful  prosecution  is  our  only  hope  of 
ever  showing  to  the  unsaved  world  what 
Christianity  can  do  to  uplift  the  nation 
whjere  it  has  had  its  best  opportunity.

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi Woman  Suffrage  Associa- 
tion, held  in  Greenville,  April  28, 
29,  was  full  of . inspiration  to  the 
members  of  the  association,  and  won 
the  commendation  of  the  entire  com- 
munity.
